WASHINGTON, D. C., June 29.—Last right Dr. 
Hicks left after having warned Guiteau not to 
cherish false hopes any longer. Immediately 
afterwards to the death-watch, Guiteau said: I 
don't believe I will be hung on Friday.” With 
this assurance the condemned man, a little be- 
fore 11 o'clock p. m., again fell aslepp for his last 
night butone on earth. His sleep was rather 
better than on the preceding night. The death- 
watch reported that he ed a good deal in nis 
cot, but he seemed to sleeping. He did not 
awake untl «a little before 6 It is 
to be noticed, however, that while he has been 
reported as obtaining his usual unbroken rest 
one of his guards said today that be often only 
retires to lie quietly on his cot for an hour or 
two with his eyes closed, after which he will 
BECOME MORE RESTLESS 
and move nervously from side to side. Instead 
of sleeping profeundiy,as he did a few weeks 
ago. his sleep is so light that he answers imme- 
diately if spoken to. 
He rose from his restless bed 
: THIS MORNING 
and looked out through his barred and narrow 
window upon the little slip of landscape just as 
the sun was rising over the Maryland hills. The 
sentry who got a glimpse of him through the 
grated window said that the prisoner seemed 
more pale than usual, and that the marks of his 
approaching doom were becoming more visible 
on his face. The death-watch said, too, that 
bis sleep had been troubied. The best sleep of 
the night was in te early evening. He 
sat for a long time in the. twilight 
on the eage of his bed with bowed head, evident- 
ly in the deepest meditation, when he fell into 
a sound sleep, from which he was awakened a 
little before 10 o'clock to receive 
A VISIT FROM DR. HICKS, 
his pastor. The interview did not last long. 
Possibly the message which the clergyman 
brought was the cause of the prisoner's in- 
creased restlesness. It has been often remarked 


by those whe have watched Guiteau the closest, 


and who know the most about the mat- 
ter, that his egotism made hope a 
predominant element in his charac- 
ter, and that he still clings to a faint hope 
for life. He had said to Dr. Hicks early in the 
day. Goto the President. Tell him I donot 
want them to bother me with a reprieve. I want 
an unconditional pardon, and I do not want it 
delayed until Friday morning ; and, during the 
afternoon, Guiteau had said to oneof bis guards 
forgetting the clergyman’s admonition to pre- 
pare himself for the execution, I don’t think I 
need prepare for that execution. I am im- 
pressed with a belief that 
I SHALL LIVE THIRTY YEARS YET.” 
The clergyman told him last night that there 
was no hope; that he had seen the Attorney- 
General again, as Guiteau had requested, and 
that any further visit was useless. Still, even 
then, last night at 10 o'clock Guiteau did not 
abandon that marvelous clinging to life. He 
said to his clergyman: “1 want a definit answer 
from the President. Do not bother with the 
Attorney-General. He now has nothing to do 
with the subject. Go to the President. I want 
the question settled, and I do not wish a reprieve 
delayed till Friday morning. I can get ready in 
five minutes, but it it don’t come before Friday 
I do not wish it sprung upon me.” 
AFTER BREAKFAST 
he relapsed into a revery like that of yesterday, 
and lay for a long time on his cot, his eyes in- 
tent upon the ceiling. The guards dave a the- 
ory that he is revolving some means of escaping 
the death-penalty. Yesterday Guiteau seemed 
to have something on bis mind, as if he wes con- 
cocting some kind of ascheme. It is supposed 
at the jail today that, having none too much 
contidence in the efforts made for a re- 
prieve, his mind almost continuously dwelt 
yesterday on a plan to escape the gal- 
lows, thinking that, if the Warden and Deputy 
Warden would resign there would be no officer 
to perform the duties, and before a qualified 
officer could enter on his duties, the time for the 
execution would élapse, and that there would be 
no way by which he could be hanged. It is 
thought he was

whether they could not, by some means, be in- 
duced to resign. Indeed, he aimost suggested 
that they should do so on Friday morning. Not 
long after breakfast his washwoman, doubting 
her ability to collect bills for a long. period 
of ber notorious patron, returned his shirts 
and undeérclotbing with the word that the bill 
was 60cents. Guiteau sent out 50 cents, with the 
grim suggestion that be would pay her the re- 
maining 10 cents on Monday. The colored 
woman sent back word: “ All right. Credit it to 
me in Heaven.” One of the prison officers said 
today that he regarded Guiteau as 
THE ABSOLUTELY MEANEST PRISONER 
who ever came into his charge.and he has all 
along attributed his crime to this abject mean- 
ness rather thanto insanity or inspiration. In 
his desperation x escape banging he forgets bis 
inspiration theory and his talk about being 
God's man and under Divine protection, and 
makes absurd suggestions to delay the execu- 
tion beyond the latest Sour named, as if he 
would make the pettifogger’s plea that his 
hanging after that bour would de illegal. Soon 
after breakfast, Guiteau.took a long walk up 
and down tne corridor, and after it again gave 
himself up to meditation. Gutau had no visit- 
ors before lo’clock except the wasberwoman.

“Guiteau then added: ‘If any person desire 
to erect a monument over my grave, let tne in-. 
scription be as follows: Here lies the body of 
Charles Guiteau, Christian and patriot. His 
soul is in glory. I wrote it as he requested,” 
said Reed, “and handed it to him. He was sit- 
ting upon the cot beside Dr. Hicks, who was 
fanoing him. I asked him to read it over, to see 
if it was what he wished. He read it over very 
carefully, and said it was satisfactory. He 
took it and signed it in * bold, 
strong hand. The death-watch, who was 
standing by. watching his charge,and myself, 
signed the paper as witnesses. I started then to 
bid Guiteau good-by. He said: “* Wait a min- 
ute. I have something more to say. I want to 
write something myself. I then stepped aside, 
and Dr. Hicks st by him, fanning him. when 
he wrote upon a half a sheet of legal cap

Then, folding up the paper. he handed it to me. 
I did not read it uutil I went outside in the cor- 
ridor. Then I Opened it and found that it read 
as follows: 

o my dear friend, Charles H. Reed: I am 
only too glad to express to you my unbounded 
appreciation of your services in my benalf. You 
did splendidly. May God reward you for it, 
Meet me in Heaven. CHARLES GUITEAU.

**THE DOCUMENT 
is certainig written in a very strong, plain band 
which shoWs no sign of nervousness. or fear. It 
is very much plainer and shows less nervous- 
ness than many of the papers which were signed 
vy Guiteau during the trial’ 

Mr. Reed continued: II did not at the time 
open the paper. As Guiteau handed 
it tome, he said: There is all the compensa- 
tion I can give you.

THIS INTERVIEW

THE BODY. 

The qvestion of the disposition of the body 
and autopsy was not settled until a late bour 
this evening. There were some legal difficulties 
to be Overcome. It is said that some of the 
Government officers connected with the prose- 
cution had desired to bave charge of the autopsy, 
to select such persons to conduct it as they 
pleased, and to exclude from it any but the fa- 
vored few. The knowledge of this came to the 
friends of Guiteau and his counsel, and they 
were very much opposed to it, especiaily as 
there is a notion on their part that an autopsy 
will tend to confirm their theories as to insan- 
ity. 

REED CALLED UPON THE ATTORNEY- 
GENERAL 
and insisted that the disposition of the body was 
entirely within the control of the friends and 
relatives of Guiteau, provided be should make 
any request to the authorities with respect to 
it. The law, he said, gave to the Government 
the right to dispose of the body provided the 
Judge, in his sentence, bad chosen to exercise 
that right. Having omitted todo so, the reia- 
tives alone bave a right to control the body. 
Reed asked the Attorney-General if that was 
not a proper statement of the law, 
and if so, what right any officer of the Govern- 
ment had to claim control of the autopsy. The 
Attorney-General said that certainly was the 
law, and the Government's connection with the 
case ended the moment the surgeons pronounce 
that life is extinct as a consequence of the bang- 
ing, provided Gaiteau in his lifetime had made 
any request as to the disposition of his body. 
That, Need said, would be done by a letter ad- 
dressed to the Warden, and signed by witnesses. 
Under those circumstances, the Attorney-Gen- 
eral stated that 
THE AUTOPSY 
would be conducted in the manner desired by 
the relatives; that such persons should have 
charge of it as they desire, and that the body 
would be solely in the custody of the relatives. 
Arrangements were then made for the autopsy. 
It is expected Guiteau will be dead by 1 o'clock, 
and that the autopsy will take place immediate- 
ly afterward. Dr. Lawes, in the service of the 
Government, attached to the Army and Navy 
Medical Museum, who performed 
THE AUTOPSY UPON GEN. GARFIELD, 
will also have charge of the Guiteau autopsy. 
This is agreed to by Reed and John Guiteau. He 
will be assisted by Dr. Godding, Superintendent 
of the Government Insane Asylum, and bya 
considerable number of the local surgeons. In 
addition, an effort has been made to induce 
physicians emivent in brain diseases in other 
cities to be present at the autopsy, and tele- 
grams were sent to the following surgeons re- 
questing them to be present: Dr. C. F. Folsom, 
of Boston, and the editor of the Boston Medicat 
Journal; in New York, Drs. Hammond, Spitzka, 
Sequin, Sbrader, and Dana, and many others in 
Eastern cities. No answers have as yet been 
received,

THE NAVAL COMMITTER’S ACTICN. 

At the request of Representative Harmer, of 
Pennsylvania, and several other members of the 
House Committee on Naval Affairs, a meeting 
of the committee will be held today for the pur- 
pose of further considering the pendifig Naval 
Appropriation bili. The sentiment ot the com- 
mittee was that the bill as reported to the House

FARMS. 
THE NUMBER IN THE UNITED STATES IN 
1850, 1860, 1870, AND 1580. 
Special Correspondence of The Chicagp Tribune. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 27.—A late census 
bulletin presents the number of farms in each 
State and Territory in 1250, 1860, 1870, and 1880, 
as ascertained lu the census, together with a 
statement of the rate per cent of increase from 
1870 to 1880. These statistics, as ultimately pub- 
lished, will show the distribution of the total 
number of farms in 1880, as ; herewith, 
among several classes: First, aG@@ording to the 
size of farms, as from 3 to 10 acres each, from 
10 to 20, from 20 to 50, from 50 to 100, eto; and 
secondly, according to the tenure of the land, as 
owned uy the occupier, as cultivated for a share 
of the produce, or as paying a fixed money 
rental. 

In this connection the following note from 
the late Superintendent of the Tenth Census. 
Francis A. Walker. who was also the Superin- 
tendent of the Census of 1870, is added: 

“The table exhibiting the number of farms. 
at each census from 1850 to 1880 inclusive, shows 
no results which wae require notice, ex- 
cept in the case of Massachusetts. The figures 
for this State seem to prove that the @yricuitural 
statistics of 1870 were taken very loosely, and 
that the number of farms in the State at that 
time was greatly understated. The following 
shows the number of tas reported at each 
census: 1850, 34,060; 1860, 35,601; 1870, 26,500; 1880, 
38,406. The falling off in 1870 is very noticeable. 
The rising Of the number to 34,000 in 1880 is a 
sufficient proof that the returns of 1870 were de- 
fect've. This will not be understood to imply 
that the returns of agricultural produce were 
proportionally defective. There are many 
chances of the omisstion of a _ petty 
holding of a few acres to one chance 
of the omission of a considerabie estate; 
and the farms omitted from the enumeration in 
1870 were probably from the class of small 
farms mainly. perbaps almost wholly. Still, the 
loss is amufficient to require acknowledgment, 
especially as the figures for 1870 were at the time 
assailed by the Secretary of the State Board of 
Agriculture, and defended by the United States 
Marshal and bis assistants, and by the Superin- 
tendent at Washington. The great increase in 
the number of farms from 1870 to 1880 in the 
Northern, Western, and Pacitic States and the 
Territories is of course satisfactorily explained 
by the ra settlement of those regions during 
the past decade. The great increase in the late 
siave States, especially in the cotton region, is 
readily accounted for by the subdivision of the 
large plantations of ten and twenty years ago, 
by reason of social and industrial changes con- 
sequent on the War, and also, in the case of 
Florida, Arkansas, and Texas, by immigration.“

THE STRIKERS BECOMING SUSPICIOUS. 
Special Dispatch t» The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, June 20.—The striking freight- 
handlers are becoming suspicious and uncom- 
municative. Although apparently they have 
nothing to conceal, their mouths seemed to 
have suddenly become closed through fear of 
detectives, whom they suspect are looking 
around in the guise of newspaper re era. 
They were extremely cautious about talking to- 
day, even to reporters. However, there was no 
important chauge in the aspect of the strike up 
to this evening. The railroad companies con- 
tinued to receive freight during the day, and 
disposed of it as best they could with their par- 
tially drilled gangs of men. 

At St. John's Park considerable freight was 
taken in and loaded into cars. Three doors on 
the Laight-street side of the building were kept 
open from 9 a. m. till after 4 p. m. 

Affairs at the Thirty-third street station were 
to all appearances rudning smoothly. The pier 
and buikhead of the New York, Lake Erie & 
Western Railroad presented 

A VERY BUSY SCENE 

all day long. More fhan 200 truck-loads ot 
freight were received and at once loaded into 
the cars that stood ready on the floats. About 
eighty car-loads of east-bound freight were re- 
ceived during the day, including forty cars of 
butter and cheese. A large amount of west- 
bound freight was received at the Merchants’ 
Dispiich pier, North River. 

The Stonington, Fall River & Hudson River 
Line of steamers were getting all of the fréight 
that they could handle.

New York, June 28.—The issues defined by 
the news that threaten our peace are national 
gam biing, the degradation of the elections, the 
conflict between the sects and the liquor interest, 
and the brutality of the railroad and accessory 
corporations. Neither political party is honest 
enough to meet all those four questions un- 
evasively, consequently the two political parties 
are without baif respect, National gambling 
has invaded the necessaries of life and com- 
merce. The richest men in the country 
are putting up the price of necessaries they 
do notuwn, and waich are not yet produced 
out of the ground, and stopping the shipment 
of goods rather than pay.iiving wages rather 
than stock- gambling ividends. The elections 
are degraded by President.Arthur and Jay Hub- 
bell, assisted by Eugene Hale and the State of 
South Carolina. That evil, too, is nearly nation- 
al. Wages are not paid ina regular and human 
way by the large corporations, such as me Read- 
ing Railroad Coal & Iron, Company. which, near- 
ly controlitng the anthracite regions, gives but 
three days’ work a week to people permanently 
its tenants, while the bosses are scheming and 
gambling the whole year round. We are mani- 
festly approaching grave exeitements and dis- 
orders in this couutry, and rich men, not poor 
men, are responsibie for it.

CINCINNATI. 
RIOTOUS BOILERMAKERS.

CINCINNATI, O., June 20.—There was an ugly 
show of violence on the part of the striking 
bollermakers today, showing a degree of temper 
on their part which may lead to results dis- 
astrous rather to themselves than to others. 
Messrs. Mclivaine & Spiegel have the contract 
for the boiler apparatus of a nondescript little 
craft which lies at the foot of. Ludlow street. 
This boat was built for an Upper Mississippi 
tow-boat, and some eight or ten boilermakers 
and carpenters were engaged upon her, wben 
about II o'clock a squad of men, va- 
riously estimated from forty to sixty, came 
down from Lawrence street, some armed 
with pistols and some with brick bats, and ordered 
the men to desist, The handful of men did 
not care, to cupe with this force, and most of 
them sought refuge in a model barge near by. 
Some of the boilermakers say the crowd was 
not composed soiely of bollermakers. One man 
named lke West stood bis ground, and when the 
mob ordered him off be wanted to know “ what 
for.” They replied that they wanted him to 
stop work. He announced his determina- 
ion to stay where be was, and said if 
they wanted to see him leave the boat 


they must walkwp the bank and then he would 


leave, but not on cumpolsion. The crowd did 
not harm him. After loitering a while on the 
boat they withdrew, and no more work was done 
on the boat. In the aftertoon gangs of the 
strikers loitered around watching the boat, and 
several special policemen watched the gangs. 
There was no further attempt made to work 
upon the boat, hence no riot. Several of the 
strikers closed around Mr. West when they met 
him and offered to bet $500 to $100 that neither 
he nor Mr. Thomas Melivaine. would 
go on the boat in the morning, saying if they 
dared to they would not come off its deck alive. 
George Spiegel and Frank Meclivaine, sons of 
the proprietors, were promised a pounding today.

Mr, Bradley, who was killed, was 39 years old. 
a native of Connecticut, anda contractor and 
builder. He was a gentleman of considerable 
wealth. 

MR. DEMOREST 
was a prominent and wealthy produce-mer- 
chant doing business at No. 148 Reade street, in 
this city. He was born in Bergen County, and 
was about -years old. 

Mr. Woodruff received internal injuries from 
-which he suffered intensely until the time of his 
death, some three hours after the accident. Mr. 
Woodruff was President of the Newark Fire- 
Insurance Company. having succeeded from the 
Secretaryship to that position on the death of 
his father, Archibald Woodruff, who had been 
identified with the company since its organiza- 
tion. 

The number of wounded, as ascertained by 
the empioyés of the railroad company, who were 
by no means laggard in this task, foots up sixty- 
‘nine, although those seriously injured are few.

AMONG THE MORE SERIOUS 
are the following:

leans to the Memory of Margaret 
Houghery.

New ORLEANS, La., June 20.—Ata meeting of 
the Margaret Monument Association tonight 
the plan was adopted for the decoration of the 
triangie at the Junction of Camp and Prytania 
streets, and the contract let for the erection of 
a monument to the memory of Margaret Hougb- 
ery, the recently deceased benefactress of the 
orphan asylums of the city. It will be one of 
the handsomest works of art in the United 
States. Margaret was the widow of an Irish 
sailor, She could neither read nor write, and 
it is said never wore a kid glove 
or ay silk dress in her life, 
yet she made an immense fortune 
inthe baking business, which she herself ex- 
pended to the amount of hundreds of thousands 
in building and endowing asylums for orphans 
regardiess of faith. Shedied a Catholic, though 
all der lifeshe paid no attention to religious 
duties. While she associated constantly with 


the Sisters of Charity no priest could claim her 
for his church until she received the sacrament 
on her death-bed. Her pall-bearers were the 
Governor and Mayor and the moat distinguished 
of the citizens, and hers was the grandest 
funeral ever known in New Orleans, the streets 
through which it moved being crowded for hours 
and rendered impassable. This is said to be the 
first monument ever erected toa woman in the 
United States.

Ir is many years since a representative of 
ftinois in either House of Congress has died 
during his term of office. Yesterday, how- 
ever, the intelligence was received of the 
sudden demise of the Hon. Robert M. A. 
Hawk, the Representative of the old Fifth 
Congressional District of this State. His 
death was sudden and unexpected. He had 
Just returned from a brief visit to his home, 
and was at the House of Representatives 
yesterday niorning. 

Maj. Hawk was born in Hancock County, 
Indiana, in 1839, but was educated in Car- 
roll County, Lilinois. He entered the army 


Jas a First-Lieutenant in 1862, and was bre- 


vetted Major for soldierly conduct in 1865. 
He was Clerk of the County Court of 
Carroll County for four terms, from 
1865 to 1869. He was elected a member 
of Congress in 1878, and was re@lected 


| Mr 1880, and would doubtless have been 


renominated for another term by the conven- 
tion which meets today at Freeport. Maj; 
Hawk's service as a member of the House 
was nota brilliant but was a faitnfvl 
and satisfactory one. Dur prese 
Congress he served as a member of the Com- 
mittee on Militia, and on the select Commit- 
tee on the Payment of Pensions, Bounty, 
and Back-Pay. The remains were last even- 
ing taken in charge by the Sergeant-at-Arms 
of the House, and subsequently embalmed, 
and will be at once escorted to Llinois by a 
committee of the House.

PROHIBITION AND THE GERMANS. 
The Chicago Staats-Zeitung makes the re- 

cent Prohibition vote in Iowa a pretext for 
arraigning the Republican party as the chief 
ally of the Prohibitionists, or rather holds 
those whom it designates as the English- 
Amerfean Republicans” responsible for this 
“hard blow to the friends of personal free- 
dom.” it declares that the Republican press, 
as a rule, is either favorable td the prohibi- 
tion sentiment or silent and non-committal, 
and that “the American Republicans upon 
whose earnest and honest codperation the 
friends of Personal freedom may rely are 
white blackbirds.“ In one word, it proposes 
to fasten what it calls the water best upon 
the Republican party, and apparently stands 
ready to lead the Germans out of the Repub- 
lican party on this issue if it can. 

This view of the prohibition question is at 
once unreasonable and unjust. The Staats- 
Zeitung would not promulgate it if that 
journal were not predisposed, as it has 
shown itself to be on many previous occa- 
sions, to Influence the Germans to hostility 
to the Republican party, with which they 
have been accustomed to vote in most com- 
munities. Prohibition is not and cannot be 
a party issue as between Republicans and 
Democrats. The Introduction of this ques- 
tion into politics is always to be deplored as 
a disturbing element, and neither in Iowa, 
nor in Maine, nor in any other State has 
party alliance governed the vote of the peo- 
ple when prohibition was in issue. As to 
the newspapers, Tue TRIBUNE can only un- 
dertake to speak for itself, and we think the 
Staats-Zeitung will adinit that no journal, 
whether printed in the English or the German 
language, has deen more outspoken in its 
convictions that appetites are not to be con- 
trolled by a constabulary, and that the polit- 
ical agitation of the coercive temperance 
question in any shape is always a misfortune, 


generally entail ing additional troubles, polit- 
ically and socially. 

Any division of the people made by the 
prohibition issue is not between the Repub- 
lican and Democratie parties, nor between 
Americans and Germans, but between the 
rural and urban communities. When this 
question is brought before the people the 
cities may be relied upon to vote against 
prohibition and the country districts are apt 
to vote for it. In a great agricultural State 
like Iowa the chances for a prohibitory law 
by vote of the people are naturally strong, 
and they would be equally so if the State 
were Democratic instead of being Repub- 
lican. The driftof sentiment on this ques- 
tion is very much the same among Democratic 
farmers us it is among Republican farmers. 
The same conditions which influence the 
latter Operate upon the former, so far as 
the sale of liquor goes. If the constitu- 
tional “Amendment which has lately been 
adopted in Iowa received more Republican 
votes than Democratic votes, it was because 
Iowa has an overwhelming Republican ma- 
jority. Te same is true of Kansas. But has 
the Staats-Zeitung forgotten that it was a 
Democratic Legislature which submitted a 
similar amendment in North Carolina, and 
that the proposition was defeated in tat State 
mainly by Republican opposition? An iden- 
tical amendment now pending in Indiana 
was submitted through a combination of Re- 
publican and Democratic votes in the Legis- 
lature. Suppose it shall be carried in that 
State, which 4s always closely contested by 
the two political parties, could the result be 
fairly credited to or charged upon the Repub- 


“if the Republican party has freed negro 
slaves only to prostrate white men;to a des-

THE REPUBLICAN STATE CONVENTION. 

The RepuBdlicans of the State of Lilinois 
in convention at Springfleld on Wednesday 
last nominated two most acceptable gentle- 
men for the offices of Treasurer and Superin- 
tendent of Schools. They are so well quali- 
fied and personally are such reputable and 
competent persens that they will unquestion- 
ably command the support of the great ma- 
jority of the people of the State. 

The convention evidently thought that the 
Republlean party of Illinois was sufficiently 
undetstood by the people of the State, and 
that no special enumeration of its objects and 
purposes was needed; therefore, in a gen- 
eral way, it stated its platform as follows: 

Resolved, That the policy of the Republican 
party of the Nation and State is unchan , and 
to that policy the Republicans of the State of 
Liinois commit themselves. Fair elections and 
honest counts North and South, the honest 
treatment of the public debt and the public 
creditors; a reduction Of taxation; the encour- 
agement, fostering, and protecting of ail Amer- 
ican industries; and a hearty approval of the 
Tarif? Commission, which shall regard all in- 
terests and conserve them all; such a practical 
reform of the civil service as sbail relieve the 
Executive from the pressure of hordes of office- 
seekers, as shall, by providing some intelligent 
method for appointments to office, enable our 
representatives in this branch of the National 
Congress to turn their attention to matters of 
National concern; such a system of internal im- 
provement by great waterways, either natural 
or artiticial, as Will afford cheap and Pasy out- 
lets to the sea of the enormous produets of the 
Great West; the encouragement of cordial rela- 
tions between all sections of the countrs’—tnese 
are among the great National doctrines of the 
party ia its past, and to these it is committed 
still. 


Some persons might assume, if so disposed, 
that the reference to the reduction of taxa- 
tion and to the tariff ufight have been a little 
more specific, but this was hardly needed at 
this time. While it was unauestionably the 
duty of Congress to undertake the reform 
and the reduction of the tariffand the relief 


of American manufactures by placing all 


raw materials on the free list, still asa 
majority of both parties in Congress have 
referred the plan of reduction to a commis- 
sion to submit its conclusions to Congress, 
the country will wait for the action of that 
commission patiently and hopefully. 

The resolution touching the reform of the 
civil service most pertinently includes a de- 

aud that the Representatives in Congress 
Mall be discharged from the care, labor, and 
responsibilities of distributing the appoint- 
ments to Federal offices, and be free, as the 
resolution emphatically states it, “to turn 
their attention to matters of National con- 
cern.” We are certain that this resolution 
to separate Representatives in Congress from 
the entire business of office brokerage, 
leaving the selection and appoint ments to 
oftice ex.lusively where the Constitution 
places it—in the hands of the President—will 
be most gratefully accepted by the people 
of this State of all parties, and its prompt 
and vigorous assertion by the Republican 
Convention of this State will have great 
weight upon the general action of the whole 
party in the country. That is the reform- 
atory issue of the polities of the day, and the 
Republicans of IIIIinols show how keesly 
they appreciate the necessity of the bara re 


he 


and how cheertully they recognize the duty 


of the Republican party to lead in accom- 


plishing it. 1 

The canvass in the election in this State 
will turn mainly on the choice of members 
of Congress and of the members ot the next 
General Assembly, all of whom are to be 
elected in newly-formed districts;, the polit- 
ical complexion of many of these new districts 
being sufficiently uncertain to call for un- 
usual activity. With regard to the legis- 
lative elections, the interest is increased be- 
cause a Senator is to be elected by the next 
General Assembly. But the political or party 
interest will not be so intense or engrossing 
as to make party nominations equivalent to 
elections. The people of this State have suf- 
fered too deeply and too recently not to feel 


the necessity of protecting themselves 


against the consequences of electing incom- 
petent and unworthy persons to the Legis- 
lature; and it is just possible that where 
party conventions nominate unfit persons 
the remedy of defeating such nominations 
will be industriously and energetically 
applied, leaving the consequences and the re- 
sponsibility upon those local managers who 
provoke defeat by inviting it through im- 
proper selection of candidates. 


VOTING POPULATION OF THE UNITED 
STATES. 

The census bulletin printed in Tag TrRipune 
yesterday showing the number of males of vot- 
ing age Mh the United States, suggests a variety 
of Yotereetine reflections. The total number 
of males of 21 years of age and over is put at 
12,830,349. Of this number 258,912 are resi- 
dents of the Territories, leaving 12,571,457 as 
the number of male persons of voting age in 
the States. The number of votes actually 
cast in the Presidential election of 1880, five 
months after the census, was, in round num- 
ber, 9,225,000. There were, therefore, 3,346,- 
487 male persons of voting age resident in the 
United States who did not vote in 1880. ‘The 
non-voting males of legal age were 2% per 
cent of the whole adult male population. 

The percentage of non-voters is unusual- 
ly high. It may be accounted for partly of 
course by the large number of unnatural- 
ized foreigners resident in the United States. 
It is true, moreover, that our people asa 
whole are the greatest travelers in the world. 
Even on, election-day a large number are 
away from their legal voting-places. Many 
are out of the country; astill larger number 
are out of their States or counties. A con- 
siderable number of legal voters are actively 
engaged in the work of transportation. Ip 
Illinois, for example, there is a multitude of 
men employed upon the Mississippi and 
Ohio Rivers and the great lakes, and upon 
the railroads, who are unable to be at home 
on election-day. 

But after making allowances for deficien- 
cles arising from these causes, the percentage 


of non-voters still seems unaccountably , 


large. A considerable proportion of it i 
undoubtedly due to the suppression of th 


colored vote in the South. The returns from \ 


States in which the number of adult blacks 


is in excess of or nearly equal to the number 


of adult whites show that this is true. South 
Carolina is not, however, a fais. specimen, 
as the resort to tissue ballots in that State 
makes the returns wholly misleading. 

In Mississippi there are 130,278 blacks 
108,24 whites of voting age. The whole 
number of foreigners is 5,674 There are 
258,582 male persons over 21 years of age in 
the State. The total vote cast in 18890 was 
117,000, or less than one-half of the possible 
vote. ä 
In Louisiana there are 107,977 male blacks 
and 108,810 male whites over A years of age. 
There are 27,083 foreigners, including a large

States in which there isa great party ma- 
jority one way or the other show a dis 
erebagey between the real and the possible 
vote, as might be expected. In Vermont 
there are 9,621 males over 21; the total vote 
in 1881 was 64,593. In Iowa the number of 

t males is 416,658; the number of voters 
706, In Missouri there are 541,207 adult 
males and 397,221 voters. In Kentucky the 
males of A years and ver numbered 376,221, 
and the voters in 1880 were 264,304. The ban- 
ner Republican States, on the whole, polled 
a better vote than the banner Democratic 
States did. 

In view of the large foreign element in 
New York, represented by no less than 556,- 
508 adult males, the vote in that State was 
suprisingly large. It was 1,104,605, whereas 
the whole number of adult males, native and 
foreign, having a nominal residence in the 
State was 1,408,751. There were but. 304,146 
non-voters, of one in four and one-half of thé 
adult male population; and this number rep- 
‘resented all the unnaturalized foreigners, 
the sick, the insane, the paupers, and the ab- 
sentees. 

In Indiana there are 498,437 males over A. 
The whole vote cast was 470,678, or but 36, 700 
less than the whole number of possible and 
actual voters. There are 73,446 foreigners in 
Indiana, of whom a considerable proportion 
must have been unnaturalized. It will be 
seen that in the close States the possible vote 
was very nearly polled, and the greatest num- 
ber of stay-at-homes was found in States 
where the result was notindoubt. The fig- 
ures show how severe the struggle was in 
New York and Indiana, and they help to ex- 
plain the apparent discrepancy between the 
total possible vote and the total actual vote, 
due to the apathy of yoters in States where 
the issue of the elections had been liberally 
discounted. :

THE IRISH QUESTION IN CONGRESS. 

There has been danger for some time tliat 
the Irish question would break out in Con- 
gress in a ludicrous shape. The climax 
seems to have been reached in the resolution 
introduced by Mr. Wilson, a West Virginia 
member, who is on the Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee, which requests the President to de- 
mand of the Government of Great Britain 
the reason for the imprisonment of American 
citizens in Lreland, authorizes him further to 
exact the release of such persons, and en- 
joins, if compliance with that demand be de- 
layed or refused, that “he shall resort to 
such means as he may think proper to effect 
such release.“ 

There is evidently blood on themoon. All 
other Irish resolutions and prdjects in this 
country are tame by comparison. The pro- 

posal to impeach Minister Lowell ceases to 
be startling in the face of this more heroic 
measure. The President shall resort to any 
means which he may think proper. The 
resolution fails to point out the means at his 
command to deliver the English jails of any 
Irish-American agitators who may have 
pinced thémselves within reach of the En 
giish law, but we presume this oniission was 
due to the obvious measures which would 
need to be taken in order to accomplish the 
end in view. What could he do but declare 
war, and send a section of the American 
navy to bombard English ports, or invade 

Canada with the American army to 
inaugurate retaliatory measures? Perhaps it 
would be wise to try the Canada invasion 
before risking the naval demonstration. 
There is an impression in this country, 
which may possibly have extended into En- 
gland. that the American navy isn’t a very 
formidable institution, and the menace of 
hurling it against the British shores as pre- 
liminary to breaking’ down the doors of Brit- 
ish bastiles might be reéeived by the British 
Government as a joke. Such a result would 
be somewhat mortifying; and altogether im- 
potent in the wayof securing the prompt re- 
lease of Irish-American patriots who take 
out naturalization papers in New York as a 
“safe conduct” in their work of agitation 
against English laws. 

The submission of the Wilson resolution 
isafair sample of the average politician’s 
idea of a foreign policy for this Government. 
It amounts for the most part to senseless 
bravado or abject indifference. One ex- 
treme is about as deplorable as the other. 
There is not, and probably there never wil] 
be, any serious difficulty in procuring from 
foreign Governments a proper respect for 
the rights of American chitens. There is 
no dleposition anywhere on the globe to 
precipitate trouble with ‘the United States 
Government. This feeling is due in 
part to the respect which the size, 
extent, resources, and demonstrated 
prowess of the American people command, 
in part to a universal recognition of the 
justice of the American institutions, and in 
part to the advantages which peaceful inter- 
course offers and the geographical disad- 
vantages of a foreign Government in any 
conflict with this country. But empty 
phrases add nothing to the American posi- 
tion, and high-sounding resaqiutions intro- 
duced into Congress without provocation and 
without regard to the consequences only 
serve te increase the difficulties of diplomatic 
effort to secure justice from foreign nations 
which appear to have offended. 


Mr. M. C. McDoNALD has been in Spring- 
feld for several days for the purpose, 
it is said, of securing--a pardon for 
John Turner, otherwise known as “ Hank” 
Davis. Turner is now confined in the 
Joliet Penitentiary for the murder of 
Charles Whyland, the keeper of a restau- 
rant in Chicago.

Turner was 
drunk. Whyland was a peaceable and inof- 
fensive citizen, and was killed because he 
remonstrated inst Turner’s boisterous 
and indecent cénduct. On the trial the de- 
fense of insanity was set up in behalf of 
Turner. It was said that be was subject to 
epileptic fits, and was not responsible when 
he killed Whyland. His epilepsy and ihsan- 
ity curiously ceased as soon as he was con- 
victed and sent to Joliet, and he 
has not been afflicted in that way 
during the six years of his residence in the 
penitentiary,; Turner was ‘sentenced for 
twenty-one years. He has saved one year 
and nine months by good behavior, and, if 
he should continue to do as well as he has 
done, would be released after serving about 
twelve years in all.

NUMBER OF FARMS IN THE UNITED 
STATES. 


One of the latest census bulletins exhibits 
the number of farms in the United States in 
1880, 1870, 1860, and 1850, and the rate per 
cent of increase from 1870 to 1880. Francis 
A. Walker, late Superintendent of the Cen- 
sus, in a note made before his retirement 
from office, said: 1 


The table shows no restfits which especially 
require notice, except in the case of Massachu- 
setts. The figures for this State seem to prove 
that the agricultural statistics of 1870 were taken 
very loosely, and that number of farms in 
the State at that time was greatly ynderstated. 
great increase in the number of farms 
from )870)te-448¢+--the Northern, Western. and 
Pacific States and the Territories is of co 
satisfactorily explained by the rapid settlement 
of those regions duri the past decade. The 
reat increase in the late Slave States, especial- 
y in the cotton region, is ily accounted for 
by the subdivision of the large piantations of 
ten and twenty years ago, by reason of social 
and industrial changes consequent on the War, 


and also, in the case of Florida, Arkansas, and 


Texas, by immigration. 

The whole number of farms in the United 
States in 1870 was fouhd to be 2,659,985. In 
1880 the number was 4,008,907. ‘The absolute 
increase from 1870 to 1880 was, according to 
the census, 1,348,922: rate per cent was 
51. It is obvious that if the computation was 
not accurate in 1870, as possibly it was not, 
the value of this comparison is correspond- 
ingly reduced. A slight variation in the 
mode of collecting statistics in the two pe- 
riodg would make a great difference in the 
results. Lf, for example, strict inquiry were 
not made as to farms leased and farms 
owned, or farms worked on the share system 
at the time both enumerations were made, 
orif the system,in accordance with which 
the two sets of returns were tabulated, dif- 
fered, the discrepancies would be very large. 
Inasmuch as Gen. Walker has confessed to 
the errors of 1870, generally and specifically, 
perhaps it will not be wise to attach too 
much importance to the comparisons made 
in this table. 


farms in New England was, as might be ex- 
pected, comparatively slight. In Maine it 
was 8 per cent, in New Hampshire @ per 
‘cent, in Vermont 5 per cent, in Massachu- 
setts (where Gen. Walker points out a prob- 
able error in the census of 1870) 45 per cent, 
in Connecticut 20 per cent, in Rhode Island 
16 per cent. The increase in New York was 
Il per cent, and in Pennsylvania 23 per cent. 

The Southern States show a gratifying in- 
crease, most of which is undoubtedly gen- 
uine, in the number of farms. In Virginia, 
where the negroes have become landholders 
in larger numbers possibly than in any other 
Southern State, the increase is reported at 60 
per cent, in South Carolina it is 81 per cent, 
in Georgia 98 per cent, in Mississippi 50 per 
cent, in Louisiana 70 per cent. Kentucky 
and Tennessee, where the same causes have 
not operated to the same extent, show but 
41 per cent and 40 per cent of increase re- 
spectively. 

lilinois, Indiana, and Ohio report an in- 
crease of but 26, 20, and 26 per cent respect- 
ively. There has been some breaking up of 
large farms in these States by deaths and 
other causes, and much swamp and other 
waste land has been brought under cultiva- 
tion, Some of the increase in IIIinois also 
has been due to the sale of railroad lands 
and, the cultivation of pastures in conse- 
quence of the building of railroads. 

The greatest increase has been, as was 
natural, in the far Northwestern States and 
the Territories. The increase in lowa has 
been 59 per cent, in Minnesota 99 per cent, 
in Dakota 914 per cent, in Oregon 114 per 
cent, in Washington Territory 109 per cent. 

The growth in the number of farms has 
‘been healthy and normal. There have been 
no signs of a disposition to hold lands in 
large quantities except in California and 
Northern Dakota, and inthe Southwestern 
States and Territories, where much of the 
land can only be used profitablf¥ as cattle- 
ranges. It is, and will long continue to be, 
for the interest of the people at large that 
small farming shall be generally practiced in 
this country, and there is happily no present 
reason to fear that there will soon be any 
serious departure from this custom.

THE STEERAGE BILL. 

Our Washington correspondent furnishes 
us with the particulars of a visit to the Pres- 
ident’s house by Mr. Conkling with some of 
his clients with a view of a protest, by him, 
on their part, against the approval! of a bill 
passed®y both Houses unanimously. The 
bill is one regulating the transportation by 
ocean steamers of immigrants or passengers 
in the steerage. This business has for many 
years been carried on in a manner that has 
been a scandal, a fraud, and an outrage upon 
humanity. These passengers have been 
packed into the steerage of these steamers in 
a most disgraceful and inhuman manner. A 
thousand or fifteen hundred of these unfort- 
unate people have been packed like sardines 
on one of these steamérs, and these men, 
women, and children herded together with- 
out regard to sex, or decency, or cleanliness, 
or common humanity, under decks, during 
the voyage. Persons may find in the history 
of the slave trade that its most con- 
spicuous horror was the revolting mah- 
ner in which the slaves were packed 
between decks, and with a barbarity 
that was revolting subjected to the horrors 
of the passage, the living and dying herding 
together from one end to the other of the 
voyage. Time has abolished the slave 
trade and steam has shortened the voyages, 
but the increased means of transportation 
have permitted an increase in the number of 
passengers packed on each vessel. The 
avarice of the soulless corporations has in- 
creased the size of the vessels, but has not 
increased the space allotted to immigrants in 
proportion, and the disgraceful outrages to 
which these immigrants are subjected are 
in fact. only a degree changed from the 
indecency and shameless barbarity of the 
days of the slave trade. For years there 
have been legislative efforts to control 
and regulate this business. Some teforms 
have been accomplished, but the whole sys- 
tem is yet barbarotis, and made mote 
so at this time because of the im- 
mense numbers of immigrants who have 
been coming this season. and who came 
last year. The executive officers of 
the Government have been laboring to 
get up proper legisiation te compel the ob- 
servance of common decency and humanity 
on these vessels, and to protect the women 
and children from outrage and abuse. The

WOOLEN MANUFACTURES. 

A bulletin from the Census Bureau fur- 
nishes some particulars of the census returns 
concerning manufactures from wool in this 
country during the year ending May 31, 1880. 
Under the head of hosiery and knit goods 
are included woolen, cotton, and mixed 
hosiery, and cotton, woolen, and mixed knit 
goods, 

The total number of manufacturing estab- 
lishments was 3,684, of which 1,990 were en- 
gaged in making woolen goods, but of these 
establishments 570 were only carding mills, 
233 used not over 5,000 pounds of wool each, 
and 158 used from 5,000 to 10,000 pounds of 
wool each. 

The other establishments were 195 making 
carpets other than rag; 26 were working felt 
goods, 76 making worsted goods, 43 making 
wool hats, and 354 making hosiery and knit 
goods. The total capital invested is put down 
at $159,644, 270. . 

The total number of hands employed was 
160,988, of whom 75,334 were males over 16 
years, 66,505 were females over 15 years, and 
19,159 girls and boys. The total amount of 
wages paid was $47,180,618, making the aver- 
age wages to the persons employed $206a year 
for each person, an average of less than $4 
a week, and less than 67 centsaday. In- 
cluded in these wages are the salaries paid 
to Presidents, managers, Superintendents, 
rand other high-priced employés. 

Of the wool purchased by the mills, 73,200,- 
608 pounds was foreign wool imported by the 
woolen mills. Of this foreign wool no less 
than 84,008,252 pounds were consumed by the 
Amerivan carpet manufacturers who enjoy 
a protective tax of 80 per cent on all the car- 
pets they make under the pretense that they 
buy American wool. The quantities of wool 
they use in the making of protected carpets 
are thus stated:

American farmers and wool-growers can 
thus discover how much the tax on carpets 
protects American wool.

It must be remembered that these manu- 
facturers reap a protective tax of from 580 to 
110 per cent on all these goods, under the 
pretense that che distribute the money 
among their operatives, the actual wages 
paid being an average of $4 per week to each 
employé. The expenditure of the mills for 
wages is about one dollar out of every five 
dollars expended. So that protection; even 


if fairly divided between labor and other ex- 


penses, is only in the proportion of one dollar. 
paid to labor to every five dollars for capital 


and the other expenditures. 
— 

Fish-CULTURE in New York State, it would 
seem, has been munjficently rewarded. The 
trout- fishermen report that the fishing has been 
excellent in the restocked streams this spring. 
California trout were distributed for three sea- 
sons, but not until 188] were the Fish Commis- 
sioners able to distribute them in quantities large 
enough to make their presence felt. Twelve 
years ago shad had been so nearly driven 
out of the Hudson that the fishermen abandoned 
the shad-fisheries of the river. The present 
year, owing to the work of the New York Fish 
Com migsion, shad were more plentiful than ever 
before. Within a distance of six miles, accord- 
ing to Seth Green, 30,830 full-grown shad were 
taken. Mr. Green states that the work done by 
the New York State Fish Commission under his 
supervision amounts to the following: Shad 
hatched from 1870 to 1881, 53,600,008: salmon- 
trout from 1870 to 1881, 10,980,000; whitefish from 
1870 to 1880, 2,438,000; brook-trout from 1876 to 
1881, 5,375,000; California trout from 1879 to 1881, 
1,238,700; California salmon from 1873 to 1879,

678,000; mature bass from 1871 to 1880, 32,849; . 


mature yellow pike from 1871 to 1880, 2. 8 ma- 
ture bullheads from 1871 to 1880, 5,750; mature 
yellow perch from 1871 to 1880, 2.811. There have 
also been distributed at different times 93,000 
eels, 900,000 frost- fish, 780,000 fresh- water shrimps, 
156,000 sturgeon, 610 carps, and 18,000 crawfish.

At Pier, No. 23 East River lies a typical Am- 
erican clipper ship, commanded by a typical 
American sailor, who bas a typical American 
wife to accommpany bim upon his long voyage 
and to make bis cabin as acceptable a home as 
be could have on shore. No one to look at the 
graceful lines of this vessel, her Yankee rigging 
and sails, her bold cutwater and her noble stera 
could mistake her for any Other than an Am- 
erican ship. A visit te her deck suggests two 
sad and striking thoughts—one that American 
ealiing ships are becoming obsolete and the 
other that so few American sailors can be found. 
This vessel is the clipper ship Northern Light, of 
nearly 2.000 tons measurement, owned by 
Benner & Pinkney, of this city.

A Review of the Situation in Ohio by 
Gen. Grosvenor—HMe Thinks the He- 
publicans Have Small Chanmce of 
Carrying the State:

Cotumsus, O., June W.—In considering the 
political outlook fn Ubio, the fact becomes more 
apparent each day that the more shrewd poli- 
ticians of the Republican party fully realize the 
uncertainty which now exists of the success of 
the party in October. That the day bas passed 
when the mere assertion that Republican suc- 
cess is assyred is credited grows more apparent 
as the time for opening the campaign draws 
near. There is now more of a disposition to look 
the danger square in the face; to recognize it 
and prepare to meet it—than at any previous 
time. 

Gen. T. H. Grosvenor, a prominent Obio po- 
tician and a close observer, was called upon by 
Tae TRIBUNE correspondent for an expression 
of his views on the political situation and the 
outiook from a Republican standpoint.

Grosvenor’s long experience in political life will 
add weight to his opinions at the present time, 
which are substantially given below, and will 
doubtiess attract no little attention: 

“The unwise and uncalled. for legislation 
known as temperance laws passed by the Re- 
publican General Assembly has had the effect 
of estranging a large element of the Republican 
party, especially the Germans.

The Eastern Trunk 


Again Strike for Higher Passenger 
Rates-A New Plan to Extert More 
Money from Passengers, 

A few weeks ago Tun Triste revealed a 
scheme proposed by the trunk lines by which 
the running of ordinary through trains was to 
be stopped, and that only fast trains be rua 
through, and on which an increased rate waa to 
be charged. Tun Tutnun at the time de- 
nounced this scheme as one of the most bare- 
faced attempts to squeeze more money out of 
the traveling public ever attempted. A storm 
of indignation was raised all over the West by 
this barefaced attempt to bulldoze the people 
into paying higher passeuger rates to and frow 
tne East when the rates were already unbeara- 
bly high—higber than they have been for yoars, 
over two cents d mile being charged on closely- 
limited through tickets to New York, 
and on unlimited nearly three certs A 
mile, The trunk line managers were 
given to understand that the people would not 
tolerate such an imposition, and they got evi- 
dently scared, for at a meeting held a short 
time ago in New York to consider this matter, 
they decided to dropit as impracticable, and 
Commissioner Fink was instructed to so inform 
the Western lines, most of which have been op- 
posed tothe scheme from the start. It was 
generally believed that this settied the matter, 
and no further attempt would be made by the 
trunk lines toextort higher rates outof the 
traveling public. But it appears that the trunk 
lines have by no means given up the scheme, 
and that they are still determined to bring about 
an advance in passenger rates by such under- 
banded means as originally proposed. The olr- 
cular that the scheme had been dropped because 
it was found to be impracticable seems to have 
been intended for the sole purpoge of allaying 
public feeling, which had been so greatly 
aroused by the premature publication of the 
outrageous scheme. Iustead of droppimg the 
scheme in deference to public opinion, as they 
claimed, they have been putting their heads to- 
gether ever since to bri about the same re- 
sult inaless objectionable form. They bave 
concocted a plan which, although artfully de- 
signed, is no better than the plan first proposed, 
and which if carried out would compel people to 
pay extra tor every little convenience given 
them, as will be seen by the following private 
circular just sent to the managers of the West- 
ern connections of the trunk lines by Commis- 
sioner Fink: 

The Passenger Committee of the trunk‘lines 
have bad under consideration the adjustment of . 
differential fares, and, although they bave not 
arrived atany final conclusions, the following 
is submitted for the consideration of the mem- 
bers of the Joint Executive Committee inters 
ested in the subject: 

“ The differential fares are to be adjusted ac- 
cording to the value of the accommodations 
furnished tothe public by the different roads 
and the different trains on the same roads, 

“ Accordingly, it is proposed to make the fares 
as follows: From Chicago to New York—tratns 
without ae cars and ordinary time, 

; trains with through cars and oriinary 
time, #21; trains without through cars and 
quick time, $22; trains with tBrough cars 
and quick time te $25. The quick time from 
Chicago to New York is about twenty-six to 
thirty hours, and the ordinary time is about 
thirty-seven hours, according to present 
schedules. 

“From St. Louis to New York—No through 
cars and ordinary time $24.25. Through cars 
and ordinary time $26.25. All trains from St. 
Louis on present schedules can be classified in 
these two classes, except the trains from.. 
Louis via Cincinnati and via — 

It is a question to be considered whether 
hotels [ticket-offices] upon these routes sbould 
not be withdrawn to prevent . The 
ordinary time from St. Louis ta New York, 
— present schedules, is about thirty-nine 

ours. 

“From Cincinnati to New York—No through 
ears and ordinary time, $15; through cars and 
ordinary time, $19; through cars and quick 
time, $20.50; through cars and siow time, $17; 
no through cars and slow time, $16. All trains 
on present schedules can be ciassified under 
three heads. The ordinary time from Cincinnati 
to New York is about twenty-six hours and 
quick time about twenty-four hours, and the 
slow time from thirty-two to thirty-four hours. 
Second class trains from Cincinnati to New 
1 — and ordinary time, $16; slow time, 

“ The above adjustment of rates, according to 
the accommodanon furnished to the pas 
sengers on different trains, is submit- 
ted for the consideration of the members 
of the committee, who are expected to act upon 
the same at their next meeting, to be Called for 
that purpose, and for you of perfecting 
Ln for the division of passenger 
trafic, 

It is requested that the matter be thoroughly 
considered by the members of the committee 
before the meeting, 80 that prompt action may 
be taken. How these differential rates are to be 

ut in practice is also to be further considered. 

fo difficulty presents itself in regard to passen- 
gers takiug trains at poiutse where the differen- 
tial rates are established, but it will be difficult 
to for throu passengers from 
points yond, an you are re- 
quested to take this matter into consideration 
and au st such plans as you may deem practi- 
cable. The question of grading the differential 
fares from intermediate points will also bave to 
be further considered.“ 

It will be sceu that according to this plan the 
present rate, $20 from Chicago to New York, ap- 
plies only to auch passengers as are willing to 
travel on slow trains and change cars once or 
twice as the route may be; people going on 
trains making ordinary time and in through 
cars will have to pay $1 extra; people going on 
fast trains but not in through care will be re- 
quired to pay extra; and people going on fast 
trains in through cars will have to pay from 8 
to $5 extra. If the pian had been simply 
gotten up for the purpose of adjusting the dilli- 
culties regarding differential rates they could 
bave accowplished the same thing by charging 
the present rate, $0 Chicago to New 
York on fast trains, in through cars, and mak- 
ing lower rates for those who will content them- 
selves with inferior accommodations and con- 
veniences. But the object of the trunk lines is 
merely to extort more money out of the public 
and advance the rates without calling it an ad- 
vance, ¢ 

The present rate. $20 Chicago to New York, 
is certainly high enough to entitle people to as 
fast time and as good accommodations as can 
be furnished, and to charge more than 
that amount is nothim more nor less than extor- 
tion. Under this plan less accommodations aud 
conveniences are offered for the $20 rates than 
are now furnished to second-class passengers, 
whe pay but $16 from Chicago to New York. Of 
course Do respectable passenger would subject 
bimeelf to such discomtort and inconvenience, 
and consequently would be compelled to pay the 
extra amount charved on through trains. 

Although the Managers ot the Western con- 
nections of the trunk-lines, or the Joint Execu- 
tive Committee, as they are styled, are simply 
dummies or tigure-heads, their roads being 
managed by the Eastern trunk-lines through 
Commissioner Fink. they will hardly dare to as- 
sent to such an unpopular scheme of extortion 
as this. for they know full well 
that the people in the States through 
which their roads run will find means to protect 
‘themselves by enacting such laws as will muke 
the exaction of extortionate rates an impossi- 
bility. The Eastern magnates bave yet to learn 
that the peuple in the West will not tacitly sub- 
mit to unjust ireatment from the railroads as 
the people in the East, and that upon the least 
provocation they are ready to enact laws for 
their protection. The Western railroads have 
already suffered enough fro this kind of leg- 
islation, and they are not willing to arouse the 
lion and make matters worse than they are.

Continental rallway engineers have for some 
time past noticed that the destruction of rails in 
tunnels is exceedingly rapid, the ratls showing, 
—— the usual marks of. wear, longitudinal 
cPacks, which gradualiy increase in size, until 
eventually the table of the rail is coni- 
pletely separated from the shank, some- 
times for considerabie lengths. It bas also 
been noticed that the best rails do not escape 
this kind of deterioration, which is attributed 
to the sand used for iasuring the adhesion of 
the wheels of the engines to the rails. It is im- 
possibie to dispense with the use of sand, 
since the rails are vovered with a deposit of fat- 
ty nature, due to the oil used in lubrication, and 
to the water resulting from the exhaust steam, 
which is speedily condensed in the confined 
space of a tunnel. The grains of sand become 
gradually inerusted in the slightest superficial 
scratches of the table of the rails. and at last act 
as wedges under the repeated pressure of the 
wheels. It is naturally of great importance to 
introduce a remedy for this evil, it is stated 

in the Hauenstein tunnel, Switzerland. a 
jet of hot water from the locomotive was em- 
loyed to free the surface of the ral from the 
Fatty deposit, and perfect adhesion of the wheels |

Sanitary Condition of Illinois. 

The State Board of Health will hold a regular 
quarterly meeting today and tomorrow at the 
Grand Pacific Hotel, at which reports will be 
presented, examinations’ conducted, and possi- 
bly one or two cases of irregular practitioners 
dealt with.

Smoke-Shafts on High Bulldings, 
To the £ditor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CHICAGO, June 29.—The Suggestion made some 
time ago by Tun Trisune with regard to the 
construction of elevator-shafts in high build- 
ings, 80 as to allow the smoke arising from ac- 
cidental fires to escape through the roof, is cer- 
tainly a much needed improvement for the bet- 
ter protection of life ig our thickly populated 
cities, In view of the fact that large numbers 
of people are compelled to occupy the upper 
stories of high buildings in our cities, thus ex- 
posing themselves in case of an accidental fire, 
it becomes a matter of necessity that every pro- 
vision for escape be made. The greatest dan- 
ger to be provided against is that arising from 
liability of suffocation. If it is possible when 
a fire occurs ij one of these high buildings to 
provide some @scupe for the smoke and heat 
that accumulate sowapidly in a building on fire 
the danger trym suffocation would be largely 
removed:

penned up in a high building, with every avenue 
of escape cut off, and a rag lug ure crackling be- 
neath you.

‘THE NEW CABLE. 


The Manager of the Baltimore & Ohio 
Company Speaks of the New Enter- 
prise. 

Special Disvatth to The Chicago Tribune. 
BALTIMORE, June 29.—Manager George P. 
Frick, of the Baltimore & Ohio Telegraph Com- 
pany, was asked today when the construction of 
the new cable line would be commenced. He 
said he could not definitiy state when, but that 
work would be begun as soon as the bill of in- 
corportion was passed by Congress. It is un- 
derstood that Mr. Robert Garrett is now making 
arrangements on the other side of the Atlantic, 
and that there will be considerable English cap- 
al in the concern. It will cost about $2,000,-

of bie can be made and laid in a year’s time. 
As to what point the cable will be dropped from 
the other side, and where it will be taken up on 
the American coast, it has not yet been authori- 
tatively statea. It has been reported, however, 
that the lines. will be laid from the Atlantic 
ocean through the Chesapeake Bay to the mouth 
of the Potomac River, and thence overiand 
direct to Washington and Baltimore into the 
main offices of the company.

The New Vork Times of Wednesday said: 

A ripie of excitement was created in Wall 
street yesterday by the “ tape’s” quotation of 
money at 9 per cent. Sucha ugure had not been 
known in the street for many yéears—not since 
the enactment of the Usuary law. The rate until 
the closing hour of business was 3 to 344 per cent, 
but suddenly the lenders combined, and there 
wasarush up one point after another until 9 
was reached, when suddenly the move collapsed, 
and the quotation fell back to its old place. Un- 
der the Usury law the quoted rate never couid 
exceed 6 per cent, hit means for evading the 
law were in vogue, which, while stopping the 
yvotation at the legai rate, recognized what 
was known as a commission to the lender. 
A broker, in addition to the acknowledged rate, 
would give a certain per cent or commission per 
day for the money’s use.

6 per cent per annum plus ooe sixty-fourth of 1 
per cent per day—in other words, about 11% per 
cent per annum. In a squeeze the fractional 
duiiK.percentage of course increases in propor- 
tion to demands. But Seuator Kiernau's bill, 
passed by the late Legislature, greatly changed 
the Usury law so far as it relates to the major 
portion of contraets in Wall street, and yester- 
day’s rising to 9 per cent was the first exhibition 
of the working of this new law.

To this add the de- 
crease of net earnings for the same period on 
all lines west of Pittsburg—viz: 9$1,715,312—and 
we have a decrease this year in the whole sys- 
tem of $2,566.14. This is the result, it must be 
remembered, on the most ably managed of all 
the trunk lines.

POLAR EXPLORATION. 


The Poleward Movement or. Expedi- 
tions from Numerous Cvuntries—Pro- 
gram of the Work to Be Accomplished 
Within the Next Few Years, 

New York Herald. 

WIESBADEN, May 27.—The year 1882 will re- 
main ever memorable in the annals of Arctic 
exploration tbrough the @nauguration of the 
long-planned service of c#cumpolar scientific 
stations—ten nations of Europe and America 
Will cooperate in establishing a circle of observ- 
atories forming a buge ring round the North 
Pole. The objects of these international polar 
stations are too well known to need further ex- 
planation; it suffices to say that on the Ist of 
August next the work of observing and record- 
ing will begin at all the stations gimultaneously, 
with corresponding instruments, and on an 
identical pian, to be continued for the thirteen 
months ending Sept. 1, 1883. During the whole 
of this time coatmual observations will be 
taken at every hour in all branches of 
meteorolog ve magnetism? and astronomy, 
temperature of air and water, pressure and 
humidity of atmosphere, velocity, and direction 
of wind, clouds, rain, snow, aurofas, etc. On 
the Ist and löth of each month the so-called 
term days, wagpvetic observations are to be 
taken every five minutes from midnight to mid- 
night, and during one bour at every twenty sec- 
nds, the mean time ot the Göttmgen Ob- 
servatory having been previously determined 
and adopted at all stations. Sy inter- 
national agreement these observations 
will also be carried out on term 
days at all meteorological and maguetic observ- 
atories of all couutries, a8 well as by their na- 
tionaf vessels in all parts of the world. Nat- 
urally, researches in Other departments of 


Lgcience, as zoology, botany, geology,and geog- 


raphy will be prosecuted as much as possible at 
ali the stations. On the return of ali the ex- 
peditions in the fall of 1883a central commis- 
sion will be estaltreted to consolidate all the ac- 
cumulated facts and records into one complete 
work. 

The plan for this modern Arctic exploration 
originated witn the late Lieut.

The 
cost of this station is estimated at 62,500 florins, 
whereof the Dutch Chambers have granted 30,000 
florins and the Utrecht Meteorologica) Institute 
1,000 florins, while the remainder was collected by 
voluntary subscriptions throughout the country, 

rincipally through the @nergetic efforts of Prof. 

zuys- Ballot, of the Uttecht University. The 
general control of this station will de in the 
hands of Dr. Sneilen, of the Utrecht Observa- 
tory, who will be accompanied by a naval olficer 
for astronomical observations, a scientist for 
the maguetie and meteorpjogical records, a nat- 
uralist, and a physician. As the Site of the sta 
tion is entirely desolate, full supplies and outfit 
for 700 days will be taken along. Should the ice 
revent the expedition trom reaching Dickson 
aven, the station will be established on the 
northeastern coast of Nova Zembia. This ex- 
pedition will not return te Europe before 181. 
SWEDEN AND NORWAY, ) ° 

The Swedes have chosen for the lpcation of 
their station Wyde Bay, in the northwestern 

art of the Island of Spitsbergen, which has ever 

en the favorit field of their Arctic explorers. 
Capt. Malonberg has ben appointed chief o 
this station, which is to be manned by thirteen 
attendants altogetner. The Swedish Govern- 
ment having refused to make a grant for this 
station, the entire expenge, estimated at 60,000 
crowns, has been placed at the disposal of the 
Academy of Sciences by Mr. L. O. Smith, a mer- 
chant at Stockholm. 

The Norwegian Government, with greater 
liberality, nas appropriafed 9.000 crowns for the 
maintenance of a station at Bossekopp, on the 
Alten Fjord, pot far from North Cape, in Finn- 
marken. The Meteorological Institute at Christi- 
ania, which has control of this station, has placed 
the command in the hands of the observatory 
assistant, A. Steen. 


DENMARK AT WEST GREENLAND. 


It was originally intended to place the Danish 
station at U pernivik, in Western Greenland, but 
on account of the proxigity of the Americans 
at Lady Framlin Bay, agdof the Austrians at 
Jan Mayen, it has now bon decided to establish 
it further south, at Goodpaab, one of the Dan- 
ish trading posts, on the West Greenland coast. 
Lieut. A. Paulsen bas been appointed chief 
this station, for which the Government b 
ma de a grant of 55.000 francs. 

ENGLAND’S TARDINESS, 

The British Governmem did not send any del- 
egates to the three international polar confer- 
ences, and until quite recently it was generally 
believed that England would take no part in the 
new Arctic ‘project. At last, however, it has 
been decided not to remain behind the other ha- 
tions, anc the genefal superintendence of the 
work bas been intrusted to a committee of the 
Royal Society. The Royal Geographical Society 
will also coOperate regarding the promotion of 
special studies. The iocality selected for the 
British station is Fort Rae, in the Hud Bay 
countries, Northern Canada, but the persoiiiei 
of the expedition has not yet been definitly se- 
lected. 

GERMANY TO BE REPRESENTED. 

Although the German Empire was represertte J 
at all the conferences, the Government did not 
declare its adherence to the plan till quite re- 
cently. Last month a polar commission, in- 
cluding the most eminent gedgraphical authori- 
ties, met at Berlin to settle the details. e 


Cumberland Island., on Cumberland Sound, Da- 
vis’ Strait, the originally proposed location in 
Eastern Greenland being abandoned on account 
of the vreat difficulty of reaching it through the 
ice.

After long nesitation the French Republic bas 
also decided to codperate with the other 
Powers, and in March last the Cabinet Council 
approved the plan drawn up by Admiral Jaw- 
reguibenry tor establishing a station in the 
southern hemisphere. Its jocation will be at 
or near Cape Horn, but the selection of the 
memberd bas not yet taken place. The appro- 
priation granted for the purpose by Parliament 
is 800,000 france. Although two stations only 
are to be established near the South Pole, as 
against twelve round the North Pole, it is hoped 
that the promised codperation of the observa- 
tories and meteorological institutes at Adelaide, 
Melbourne, Sydney, Hobart Town, Ayckland, 
Buenog Ayres, and Cape Town will serve to se- 
cure as valuable results in the Antarctic as in 
the Arctic regions. ‘
